Bullish sentiment still prevails despite the generally 


overbought position of the shorter term market. The 
lack of more significant resistance and profit-taking at 
current levels supsest 'hat further gains are possible.

"These conditions vio- 


lated my life-long concep- 
tion of an academic com- 
munity as a place where 
violence was inconceiva- 
ble, 
where free unhibited 


give-and-take of opinions 
and 
the 
cultivation of 


ideas were the rule of life. 
Why should I, a scholar, 
have to deal with prob- 
lems posed by hate-moti- 
vated militancy? I was 
filled 
with 
resentment. 


There 
were 
moments 


when I felt like chucking 
the whole rotten business. 


"But 
presently 
some 


new ideas began suggest- 
ing 
different 
considera- 


tions. "I'm 
a 
thoughtful 


man.' 1 reflected. 'I'm to 
some degree a perceptive 
person. So why should I be 
spared a situation of this 
kind? And if I meet the 
challenge of this strange, 
sad situation on campus, 
giving it all I've got, with 


good will and understand- 
ing, 
I may even do some 


constructive good." 


Such creative 
thought 


got him on top of things. 
Sound 
philosophy 
pre- 


vailed over negative emo- 
tions. He now takes ad- 
ministrative 
problems 
in 


his stride. "Don't get me 
wrong. I can be tough 
when necessary," he says, 
"but I think I'm establish- 
ing some rapport with stu- 
dents too.

Some years ago, follow-

Heart Valves Implanted in L.B.

In a spectacular surgical operation, doctors at St. 


Mary's Hospital in Long Beach have implanted three 
man-made valves Into a single human heart. 


The dramatic procedure is believed the first of its 


kind performed in the Greater Long Beach area. 


The metal valve replacements are clicking away 


quietly in the heart of Mrs. Verna Sharrar, 60, of 6049 
N. Adenmoor Avc., Lakewood. 


Hospital spokesmen say she is doing well In the in- 


tensive-care unit, and if all goes well, she will be able 
to return home within a couple of weeks. 


Before surgery, Mrs. Sharrar's condition was re- 


garded as desperate. 


"Without surgery, her longevity could be measured 


In weeks," one doctor said. 


She was suffering severe heart failure — Inability 


of the heart to pump adequately all the blood that re- 
turns — and as a consequence there was an accumula- 
tion of fluid in various parts of her body. 


HER CONDITION WAS DESCRIBED as "going 


progressively downhill." 


The villain was rheumatic fever at some time in 


the past — an Infection that d a m a g e d three of the 
heart's four valves. 


Calcification had made narrow and rigid the aortic 


valve, at the junction of the aorta (the great artery) 
and the heart's main pumping chamber. 


This valve consists of three cup-shaped flaps to 


prevent blood backflow after ejection from the left ven- 
tricle. 


The mitral valve, two cups (points) between the 


left, upper and lower chambers had become, medically 
speaking, "incompetent and insufficient"—the valve closed 
improperly, to admit a backflow of blood in the wrong 
direction. 


The same situation also held for a third valve, the 


tricuspid — three cusps or triangular segments located 
between the right heart chambers. 


The St. Mary's surgical team removed the three 


damaged valves — first the mitral or bicuspid, next the 
aortic and finally the tricuspid. 


IN THEIR PLACE WENT THREE artificial valves 


of the type known as the Starr-Edwards, named for 
their developers, a surgeon and an engineer. This 
prosthetic valve consists of a metal cage, its struts cov- 
ered with knitted Dacron to reduce likelihood of dan- 


gerous blood-clot formation, and inside Is a hollow met- 
al sphere. 


During forward flow 
of blood, the little metal 


sphere moves lo the apex of the cage, uncovering the 
valve opening. When forward flow ceases, the sphere 
teats on the orifice rim to prevent backflow. 


But it was no simple matter putting those new 


valves in place. 


For three and one-half hours, a device called a 


heart-lung machine served as a life-support system for 
Mrs. Sharrar, taking over temporarily the function of 
her natural heart and lungs. Hooked up to an artery 
and a vein, this device pumped oxygen-rich blood 
through her body while surgeons worked on the heart. 
Bloorf bypassed the natural heart and lungs entirely. 


In addition, a device called a heat exchanger low- 


ered body temperature from normal 98.6 degrees Fah- 
renheit to 86 degrees, to slow metabolic processes so 
body tissues would require less oxygen. 


Also, cold blood was coursed around the heart It- 
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self, reducing heart temperature to as low as 50 degrees; 
— cold enough to stop heart motion and give surgeons 
a quiet operative field. 


For two hours the heart was kept cold while sur- 


geons installed the new valves. 


As the body began to warm toward the end of the • 


valve insertions, the heart began to squirm in Irregular 
contractions — but a single electric shock to the organ 
caused it to resume regular rhythm. 
: 


TOTAL OPERATIVE TIME — "SKIN TO SKIN" as 


the surgeons say — required seven hours. 


Twenty medical personnel were involved In the op-' 


eration, a St. Mary's spokesman said. 


Before the operation Mrs. Sharrar couldn't walk 


across the room, doctors say.

Heart Valves Implanted in L.B.

In a tpectacular surgical operation, doctors at St. 


Mary1! Hospital in Long Beach have implanted three 
man-mad* valves into a single human heart. 


The dramatic procedure is believed the first of its 


kind performed in the Greater Long Beach area. 


The metal vaive replacements are clicking away 


quietly in the heart of Mrs. Verna Sharrar, 60, of 6049 
N. Adenmoor Ave., Lakewood. 


Hospital spokesmen say she is doing well in the in- 


tensive-care unit, and if all goes well, she will be able 
to return home within a couple of weeks. 


Before surgery, Mrs. Sharrar's condition was re- 


garded as desperate. 


"Without surgery, her longevity could be measured 


In weeks," one doctor said. 


She was suffering severe heart failure — inability 


of the heart to pump adequately all the blood that re- 
turns — and as a consequence there was an accumula- 
tion of fluid in various parts of her body. 


HER CONDITION WAS DESCRIBED as "going 


progressively downhill." 


The villain was rheumatic fever at some time in 


the past — an Infection that d a m a g e d three of the 
heart's four valves. 


Calcification had made narrow and rigid the aortic 


valve, at the junction of the aorta (the great artery) 
and the heart's main pumping chamber. 


This valve consists of three cup-shaped flaps to 


prevent blood backflow after ejection from the left .ven- 
tricle. 


The mitral valve, two cups (points) between the 


left upper and lower chambers had become, medically 
speaking, "incompetent and insufficient"—the valve closed 
improperly, to admit a backflow of blood in the wrong 
direction. 


The same situation also held for a third valve, the 


tricuspid — three cusps or triangular segments located 
between the right heart chambers. 


The St.. Mary's surgical team removed the three 


damaged valves — first the mitral or bicuspid, next the 
aortic and finally the tricuspid. 


IN THEIR PLACE WENT THREE artificial valves 


of the type known as the Starr-Edwards, named for 
their developers, a surgeon and an engineer. This 
prosthetic valve consists of a metal cage, its struts cov- 
ered with knitted Dacron to reduce likelihood of dan- 


gerous blood-clot formation, and inside is a hollow met- 
al sphere. 


During forward flow of blood, the little metal 


sphere moves to the apex of the cage, uncovering the 
valve opening. When forward flow ceases, the sphere 
ieats on the orifice rim to prevent backflow. 


But it was no simple matter putting those new 


valves in place. 


For three and one-half hours, a device called a 


heart-lung machine served as a life-support system for 
Mrs. Sharrar, taking over temporarily the function of 
her natural heart and lungs. Hooked up to an artery 
and a vein, this device pumped oxygen-rich blood 
through her body while surgeons worked on the heart. 
Blood bypassed the natural heart and lungs entirely. 


In addition, a device called a heat exchanger low- 


ered body temperature from normal 98.6 degrees Fah- 
renheit to 86 degrees, to slow metabolic processes so 
body tissues would require less oxygen. 


Also, cold blood was coursed around the heart it- 
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self, reducing heart temperature to as low as 50 degrees 
— cold enough to stop heart motion and give surgeons 
a quiet operative field. 
; 


For two hours the heart was kept cold while sur- 


geons installed the new valves. 


As the body began to warm toward the end of th« 


valve insertions, the heart began to tquirm In Irregular 
contractions — but a single electric shock to the organ 
caused it to resume regular rhythm. 


TOTAL OPERATIVE TIME — "SKIN TO SKIN" as 


the surgeons say — required seven hours. 


Twenty medical personnel were involved in the op- 


eration, a St. Mary's spokesman said.
